    WHEREAS, There are no medications that have been developed for people with essential tremor, the
medications used were developed for other conditions and only help 60% of the people affected, and the

    WHEREAS, Essential tremor interferes with a person's ability to perform activities of daily living
such as grooming and writing, and in approximately five percent of cases is totally disabling; and 
  
    WHEREAS, Research shows that people with essential tremor have a higher incidence of depression

    WHEREAS, Most people with essential tremor are not diagnosed until after several visits to the
physician; and 
  
    WHEREAS, Essential tremor is a chronic condition that undermines the American economy through
lost wages and work hours and high medical costs in getting an accurate diagnosis; and  
  
    WHEREAS, Overcoming the medical, social, and economic issues listed above depends upon
research and research funding is dependent upon awareness; therefore, be it
